We have learned that captioned has been appointed Secretary of 
Housing and Ui'ban Development by President-elect Nixon. Our files reveal 
that Romney, born 7-8-07, Chihuahua, Mexico, attended the University of 
Utah and The George Washington University (1929-30). A former top-level 
executive with the American Motors Corporation, he was elected Governor 
of Michigan in 1962. He was a missionary for the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints in Scotland and England (1927-28) and from 1929-30 he 
was a tariff specialist for U. S. Senator David I. Walsh. 

We conducted an investigation of Romney in connection with a 
Department of Labor position in 1949, which was favorable. He has expressed 
high regard for the Director and the Bureau on a number of occasions and 
the Director has congratulated him on his election and re-election as Governor 
of Michigan. By letter dated 4-16-65, the Director thanked Governor Romney 
for a framed proclamation signed by the Governor and presented to the Director 
by the Booth Newspaper Editors during the April, 1965, convention of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors.

Judge MC CREE advised he first became closely associated 
with GEORGE ROMNEY in 1956, at which time he, MC CREE, v/as amember 
of the Detroit Board of Education and ROMNEY v;as heading the American 
Motors Corporation. They both were members of an advisory citizens 
committee regarding the needs for improvement in the Detroit Public ^ 
School System. As a result of this association he came to know 
ROMNEY rather well and v/orked closely with him regarding the public 
school situation. He stated this association brought both men in 
frequent contact and as a result of their association v^ith the 
Citizens Committee, much needed improvements were brought about 
in the Detroit Public School System. 

He stated that in 1959, ROMNEY headed the Citizens For 
Michigan group and once again he, MC CREE, was allied with him in 
this regard. He stated he believed this is probably the time at 
which ROMNEY first felt that he was going to become deeply involved 
with politics.

but was never a citizen of Mexico. 

An affidavit dated October 20, 1926, in the State 
of Utah declared that HANNAH H. ROMNEY of Salt Lake City, 

Utah, stated she is the mother of GAKELL ROMNEY and 
further stated that GASKELL ROMNEY was born in St. George, 

Utah on September 22, 1871. 

On February 4, 1960, a passport was issued to 
GEORGE W, ROMNEY for proposed travel to England and France 
for a period of one week for the purpose of business. 

This passport was renewed on August 8, 1963 for proposed 
travel to England and France on a holiday. 

GEORGE WILCKEN ROMNEY was issued a passport on 
Jantiary 20, 1955, for proposed travel to England, Scotland, 
Switzerland, France, Italy and Spain for a period of from 
four to five weeks for business and pleasure. 

On July 17, 1947, ROMNEY was issued a passport for 
proposed travel to the British Isles, France, Switzerland 
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and Sweden for a period of two months for the purpose of 
business and pleasure. He was to attend a Metal Trades 
Conference, International Labor Office. This passport was 
renewed October 31, 1949, for proposed travel to Switzerland 
for three months as a delegate representing employers of 
the USA to the Third Session of the Metal Trades Committee 
of the ILO to convene at Geneva, Switzerland. 

Passport 105 was issued to ROMNEY on November 30, 
1928, at London, England. At that time he intended to 
return to the United States within two months.

This summary memorandum 
contains the results of that investigation as well as the 
results of current inquiries. 


I. BIOGRAPHICAL DATA 
Birth 

Governor Romney was born on July 8, 1907, in 
Chihuahua, Mexico, of American parents. 

Education 


During 1925 and 1926 Governor Romney attended a 
junior college in Salt Lake City, Utah, which was operated 
by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (LDS) . 

It was Indicated he was graduated from that junior college 
in May, 1926. 

He was enrolled in courses at the University 
of Utah, Salt Lake City, Utah, during the 1928-1929 academic 
year; at George Washington University, Washington, D. C. , 
during the 1929-1930 academic year; and at the University of 
Southern California, Los Angeles, California, during the 
1930-1931 academic year. It was indicated during the periods 
he attended these universities Governor Romney maintained 
a favorable scholastic record.

On April 19, 1972, a confidential source advised 
that several activist organizations in the Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, area have formed a coalition to demonstrate and, 
if possible, disrupt the Azalea Festival to be held in 
Norfolk, Virginia, from April 24, 1972, through April 30, 
1972. This source further advised that the demonstrations 


the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), which is 
used as the theme of the Festival. 


The source also advised that the following 
local activist organizations have indicated they would 
participate in the demonstrations: 

Campus Americans for Democratic Action 

The National Welfare Rights Organization 

The Angela Davis Defense Committee 

Hampton Roads Labor Committee 

In 1968, the chapter of the Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) at Old 
Dominion University (ODU), Norfolk, 

Virginia, disbanded and affiliated with 
the Campus Americans for Democratic Action 
(CADA). This was done because of their 
disagreement with the national policy of 
violent overthrow of the Government held 
by the SDS. CADA has led anti-war activi- 
ites at ODU, including protest demonstra- 
tions . 
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Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
was founded during June 1962, at Port 
Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960s 
functioned as the leading New Left campus- 
based student organization in the United 
States. From an initial posture of 
"participatory democracy," SDS moved 
to a radical-revolutionary position, with 
debate centering on how best to create a 
revolutionary youth movement. Internal 
factionalism produced a split during the 
SDS National Convention in June 1969, 
which resulted in the following three 
factions: Weatherman; Worker Student 

Alliance (WSA) ; and Revolutionary Youth 
Movement (RYM) . The Weatherman and RYM 
are no longer affiliated with SDS. The 
WSA continues to use the name SDS and 
maintains its national headquarters in 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Weatherman, formerly a faction of Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS), controlled 
the SDS National Office from June, 1969, 
until its closing in February, 1970. 
Weatherman then entered an underground 
status and adopted a. tactic of "strategic 
sabotage," with police and military 
installations designated as primary targets. 

Worker Student Alliance (WSA), a faction 
of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), 
was expelled from SDS in June, 1969, by 
the then dominant Weatherman faction, but 
continued to use the name SDS and opened 
an office in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

WSA aligned ideologically with the Progres- 
sive Labor Party (PLP) and, in February, 
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1971, moved to Chicago, Illinois, where 
it opened the SDS National Office at 
1225 South Wabash Street. 

The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) was 
founded in 1962 by individuals expelled 
from the Communist Party, USA, for 
following the Chinese communist line. 
Its objective is the establishment of 
a militant working-class movement based 
on Marxism-Leninism and Mao Tse-Tung 
thought . 

A characterization of the Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) is attached as an 
appendix to this memorandum. 


The National Welfare Rights Organization 
is an organization which has been engaged 
in the protest activities on behalf of 
the welfare recipients. 

Angela Davis Defense Committee 
is associated with the National United 
Committee to Free Angela Davis (NUCFAD) , 
which was founded by the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA) to free Angela Yvonne Davis, 
self -admitted member of the Southern 
California District, CPUSA (SCDCP), who 
faces murder-kidnaping charges in Cali- 
fornia. The SCDCP controls NUCFAD by 
use of CPUSA members in key positions. 
Headquarters are located at San Francisco, 
California. 


Hampton Roads Labor Committee, 
an affiliate of the National Caucuses 
of Labor Committees, is a New Left 

organization organized in the Norfolk, 
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Virginia, area in January, 1972, to 
develop cadre who will provide radical- 
revolutionary-socialist leadership 
during mass strikes. It seeks to unite 
welfare recipients, students, labor and 
teachers into a common front that will 
replace the capitalist system with a 
socialist system. 

This source stated that a demonstration is 
particularly planned for Thursday, April 27, 1972, when 
George Romney, Secretary of Housing and Urban Development 
for the United States, is to speak at a luncheon to be 
held at the Golden Triangle Hotel in Norfolk, Virginia. 

According to this same source, during an 
organizational meeting of this coalition, it was mentioned 
that Norfolk State College (NSC), a predominantly Negro 
college in Norfolk, Virginia, has been offered an official 
position in the Azalea Festival parade and that if the 
college administration allows the Student Government 
Association of NSC to organize this position, the Student 
Government Association will in turn make this official 
position available to the coalition so that it will have 
an official position in the parade. 

On April 21, 1972, the above confidential source 
advised that the coalition had drawn up a tentative 
schedule for the demonstrations to be held in connection 
with the Azalea Festival. According to this schedule, 
the following demonstrations would take place: 

Monday, April 24, 1972 The coalition will attempt

That same day, a demonstra- 
tion is planned at the 
Norfolk City Council meeting. 
This demonstration will 
consist of a member of the 
National Welfare Rights 
Organization attempting to 
speak against the spending 
of City funds for the 
Azalea Festival. 

The coalition plans to 
peacefully demonstrate 
across the street from the 
Golden Triangle Hotel 
during the luncheon at which 
George Romney, supra, is 
scheduled to speak. 
Demonstrators, if possible, 
are urged to make an attempt 
to "crash” the luncheon. 

The coalition will attempt 
to carry out one of four 
possibilities to disrupt 
the Azalea Festival parade. 
These are, in order of 
preference : 
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1) Attempt to get a 
legitimate position 
in the parade. 

2) Attempt to get any 
position in parade. 

3) Will demonstrate at 
the site of the origin 
of the parade. 

4) Will pass out leaflets 
along the parade route. 

Members of the coalition 
will attempt to attend 
the coronation of the 
Azalea queen on that same 
day and, in addition to 
demonstrating, will demand 
that a representative from 
the National Welfare Rights 
Organization be allowed 
to speak at the coronation. 

The above confidential source advised that the 
coalition has 85 tickets to the coronation to be used 
by its members. 

A second confidential source advised on 
April 21, 1972, that the Angela Davis Committee of 
Norfolk, supra, has withdrawn support of the demonstra- 
tions and will not provide any demonstrators for the 
coalition's activities. 

This same source further advised that authorities 
at the Norfolk State College (NSC) declined an invitation 
to participate in the Azalea Festival parade and this 
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action denied to the coalition an official position in 
the parade. 

On April 22, 1972, an article appeared in the 
Journal and Guide newspaper, a Negro newspaper published 
weekly in Norfolk, Virginia, entitled "Protests to Greet 
1972 Norfolk Azalea Festival." According to this article, 
the opening of the Southeastern Regional Office of the 
Interreligious Foundation for Community Organization, Inc. 
(IFCO), in Norfolk, Virginia, was highlighted by a call 
for non-black participation in the 19th Annual Azalea 
Festival to be held in Norfolk, Virginia. The article 
states that this year the Festival honors Portugal, a 
country still practicing "colonization." The article 
quotes Rev. Milton A. Reid, Director of this Regional Office 
of IFCO, as having written a letter to Miss Regina Royster, 
the current holder of the "Miss Norfolk" title, inviting 
her to join him and other sensitive blacks not to partici- 
pate in the upcoming Festival. According to the article, 
leaflets will be distributed and demonstrations will be 
conducted at the official opening of the Festival, at the 
Civic Club luncheon, during the grand parade and at the 
queen's coronation. 

The Interreligious Foundation for 
Community Organization, Inc., (IFCO), 

211 East 43rd Street, New York City, 
is an organization made up of white 
Christian churches and Jewish synagogues 
that contribute money in order to 
promote black capitalism. 

Dr. Milton A. Reid is pastor of the 
New Calvary Baptist Church in Norfolk, 

Virginia. He is also an active member 
of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC).

A characterization of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
is attached as an appendix to this 
memorandum. 

On April 24, 1972, the Ledger Star newspaper, 
a newspaper of general circulation in Norfolk, Virginia, 
carried an article entitled "Winsome Queen Arrives." 
According to this article. Miss Maria Teresa Sanches 
arrived at Norfolk Regional Airport at 11:10 a.m. and was 
greeted by Norfolk Mayor Roy B. Martin and other Festival 
officials. The article further states that there were 
approximately 200 spectators in attendance, including 
about 20 college student demonstrators protesting Portugal's 
policies in regard to its African provinces of Guinea, 

Angola and Mozambique. The demonstrators carried signs 
reading "Portugal, Out of Africa," and "Fight Racism." 

The demonstrators chanted "Racist Portugal, Get Out of 
Africa . " 


A spokesman for the Norfolk, Virginia, Police 
Department advised on April 24, 1972, that there were 
no incidents or arrests at the above demonstration. 

On April 25, 1972, the Ledger Star newspaper, 
supra, carried an article entitled "Maria Teresa Assumes 
Reign as Queen of Azalea Festival." According to this 
article, at 9:30 a.m. that day, a ceremony was held in the 
City Hall Mall to welcome Miss Sanches of Portugal and 
proclaim her Queen Azalea XIX. She was also greeted by 
Vice Admiral Richard Colbert, Chief of Staff at the Head- 
quarters of the Supreme Allied Command Atlantic in Norfolk. 
The article further states that a band of students 
carrying signs protesting Portuguese policies toward 
its African colonies also attended the ceremony. 

According to the above spokesman for the Norfolk 
Police Department on April 25, 1972, there were approxi- 
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mately 15 young white demonstrators ; ^however , there were 
no incidents and no arrests at this demonstration. 

On April 26, 1972, an article entitled "Queen 
Azalea Asked to Aid Liberation" appeared in the Ledger 
Star newspaper, supra. According to this article. 

Dr. Martin A. Reid, supra, called on the Queen of the 
Azalea Festival to join in the effort to liberate Portuguese 
colonies in Africa. The article states that in a letter 
to Miss Sanches, daughter of the Portuguese Minister of 
Public Works and Communications, Reid asked her to "Bear 
upon your government, beginning with your father, to let 
God’s people go." The article further states that 
Reid last week called on blacks to boycott the Azalea 
Festival. 


On April 27, 1972, according to a spokesman 
for the Norfolk, Virginia, Police Department, approximately 
25 people demonstrated on the street near the entrance 
of the Golden Triangle Hotel in downtown Norfolk, Virginia. 
This demonstration was held prior to the Civic Club 
luncheon at which George Romney, Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development for the United States was to be the 
main speaker. This demonstration consisted of individuals 
passing out handbills and carrying signs which criticized 
Portuguese policies toward its African colonies and the 
urban development policies of the United States Government. 
Miss Sanches of Portugal, the Festival Queen, along with 
her attendants, representing each country in the NATO 
alliance, were guests at the luncheon. According to the 
spokesman, there were no demonstrations inside the ballroom 
where the luncheon was held and no arrests were made 
during the demonstrations outside. 

On April 28, 1972, the first confidential 
source mentioned above advised that at a meeting of the 
coalition, which was held at 504 Mowbray Arch, Norfolk, 
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Virginia, it was decided that the demonstrators would 
assemble on the morning of April 29, 1972, in the parking 
lot adjacent to the Scope complex in downtown, Norfolk. 

It was further decided that Negroes coming from NSC would 
attempt to line the Azalea parade route near the Federal 
Building on Granby Street in downtown Norfolk. According 
to this source, the coalition was counting on approxi- 
mately 200 demonstrators during the parade and depending 
on the number of police, they would attempt to create 
a disturbance along the parade route and ultimately stage 
a demonstration in front of the parade reviewing stand 
at 21st Street and Granby Street, Norfolk. 

Also, on April 28, 1972, a representative 
of the United States Department of State furnished a

APPENDIX 


REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 


A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II ''RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, 

Georgia, from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference 
it was decided to form a new organization to be known as 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as 
a mass anti-imperialist youth organization, said 
organization being proposed as separate and distinct 
in form and content from SDS. The "Principles of 
Unity" adopted by the conference included a struggle 
against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination 
of all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of 
all "oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist -Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in 
order to indicate an organization broad enough in form 
to be acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office (NO) 
at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised 
that the NO has no office space but would probably be 
considered as located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Ayenue, 
Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women’s liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM’s poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential 
for social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided 
at the March 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided 
the organization will be molded into a "working class.

The purpose of the SCLC was reported to "redeem the 
soul of America by creating the beloved community through 
organization, by consent of population, for the purpose of 
creative protest by education, training, developing leadership 
based on Christian nonviolent principles."

Mr. Romney was born July 8, 1907, in a Moirmon colony 
in Chihauhua, Mexico. -His parents were American citizens and 
while he was still a child, the family returned to the United 
States, settling in California and later in Idaho and Utah. 

While he attended Roosevelt Junior High School and 
Latter Day Saints. High School in Salt Lake City, Mr. Romney 
worked for his father ^s construction company in various trades — 
experience which he/eraployed in recent years 

in designing and helping to build the family home in Bloomfield 
Hills, Michigan. 

He attended Latter-Day Saints Junior College in Salt 
Lake City for one year and then became a Mormon m.issionary. 

He spent two years, 1926-28, as a missionary in England and 
Scotland, working among the families of miners and touring 
door-to-door in the slums of liondon, Glasgow and Edinburgh. 

In the Fall of 1929, after studying at the University 
of Utaih, Mr. Romney went to Washington to work in the office 
of Senator David I. V/alsh of Massachusetts. He worked first 
as a clerk and then became the Senator’s tariff specialist. 

A year later, he joined the Aluminum Company of America 
as an apprentice. He v/orked as a salesman for a year in Los 
Angeles, and then became Alcoa's representative in Washington. 
Wnile serving in Washington, Mr. Romney for two years was 
president of the Washington Trade Association Executives. 

In 1939, Mr. Romney became manager of the Detroit 
office of the Automobile Manufacturers Association. With the 
entry of the United States into World War II, the entire 
automotive industry formed the Automotive Council for War 
Production and Mr. Romney was named its managing director. 

This voluntary council expedited the production of one-fourth 
of the metal armaments provided by this country during World 
War II. 

In 1942 he also became general manager of the Automobile 
Manufacturers Association. He served as the automotive 
industry's principal spokesman during and after the war. 

During the post-v;ar period, 19 46-1949 , Mr. Romney was 
a member of the United States metal trades employer delegation 
to the International Labor Organization and each year was 
elected chairman of all employer delegations. 
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Mr. Romney in 1948 joined the Nash-Ke Ivina tor Corpora- 
tion as Assistant to the President- Starting in the service 
department, he learned every phase of automobile and appli- 
ance production and gained considerable experience in labor 
management relations. He became a vice president in 1950 and 
executive vice president in 1953. 

In 1954/ Nash-Ke Ivina tor and the Hudson Motor Car 
Company merged t 6 ^fp 2 nn the American Motors Corporation. 

Mr. Romney was appointed executive vice president. On 
October 12, 1954, h'e hecame president, general manager and 
chairman of the board of American Motors. 

Mr. Romney's involvement in matters of public concern 
began in Detroit almost 30 years ago as a leader of several 
nonpartisan civic organizations. These included the Detroit 
Victory Council, a community effort which spearheaded the 
desegregation of defense housing, and the Citizens Housing 
Planning Council formed to bring adequate public housing , 
facilities to Detroit. 


He was chairman of the Detroit Citizens Advisory 
Committee on School Meeds in 1956. The committee studied 
the Detroit schools for two years and most of its nearly 
200 recommendations were adopted.

After leading the successful citizen effort to call a 
constitutional convention, Mr. Romney in 19 61 was elected as 
Republican delegate to the convention in his first run for 
elective public office, serving as convention vice president. 
Ho became a candidate for the governorship in 1962 and won 
the race with his campaign pledge to bring public-interest 
government and business acumen to the solution of the state's 
problems. 

In his six years as Governor, Mr. Romney's administra- 
tion brought to fruition a number of causes which he had 
espoused as a private citizen — among them the new state 
constitution, civil rights action, tax reform, a healthy 
state economy, and an end to legislative-executive deadlock 
and budgetary deficits. 
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The new constitution created a State Civil Rights 
Commission with strong powers to prevent discrimination in 
all areas, including housing. The constitution also made 
it possible to streamline a state government in which 
agencies and departments had multiplied over the years. 

Many other important and far-reaching laws affecting 
the health and welfare of Michigan citizens were enacted 
during Mr. Romney ' s ;governorship, including landmark legis- 
lation in housing development, tenant's rights, fair housing, 
labor and traffic safety, along with unprecedented financial 
support for education and mental health. 

As Governor, Mr. Romney formed the State Human 
Resources Council to foster a public-private partnership 
approach to the solution of public problems, an effort which 
made it possible to mobilize the energies of thousands of 
citizens in voluntary service.

Background Information 


George Romney 1$ one of the few men In American History to distinguish himself 
in all three sectors of our society: businesst government, and voluntary, Hln 
business career Includes serving as chairman and chief executive officer of 
American Motors during one of that company's most critical and successful 
periods. Governor Rooney was responsible for the successful merchandising of 
the Rambler, the nation's first compact economy car. He was voted the 
Associated Press' Business Nan of the Year for four years straight ( 1957-61) . 

For the past ten years, he has been a member of the Public Review Board of 
Arthur Andersen A Co., the first such board In the accounting Industry. 

In 1959, he organized Citizens for Michigan to create an* enlightened electorate^ 
capable of resolving a political dead-lock resulting from excessive partisanship: 
on the part of both the legislature and the governor of Michigan. He then was 
elected to three terms as Governor of Michigan and was credited with solving 
that state's severe constitutional and financial crises. In 196S, he received^ 
the Charles Evan Kughes-Natlonal Award for Courageous Leadership In Governmental 
Service from the Roundtable of Christians and Jews. A’ candidate for President:^' ^ ^ 
In 1968, he later served as Secretary of Housing and Urban Development underr 
President Nixon. It was during these years that he helped bring Into being the. 
National Center for Voluntary Action, the predecessor organization to VOLUNTEER. 

Throughout his life. Governor Romney has been an active civic leader and volun- 
teer: from helping to organize the first federated fund-raising campaign In the 
nation In Detroit In 1948 to membership on the President's Advisory Board on 
Private Sector Initiatives In 1986. A lifetime of religious activity Included 
serving as a missionary, stake president, regional representative, and stake 
patriarch In the Church of Jesus Christ of latter Day Saints ("Mormon*). 

In 1971, he was selected as Churchman of the Year by the Religious Heritage 
Foundation of America. During World War II, he was managing director of the 
Automotive Council for War Production, a private voluntary organization of the 
entire automotive Industry, It was organized right after Pearl Harbor to expe- 
dite the output of armaments. The cooperative effort of Us 650 member com- 
panies, according to military leaders, shortened the war by about seven months. 

They produced 25% of all metal products needed by American forces. Following 
the war, he served as Managing Director of the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association, In 1956, he was selected as the Key Nan of the Year by the 
American Sxlety of Association Executives. 

He has served as founding chairman of VOLUNTEER - The National Center since 
1974, bringing It to the point of preeminent leadership and Influence within the 
volunteer community during that time.
